OUR FOuD LAWS. 


In view of rocont discussione 
locally on tho subject of pure 


food laws, tho roturn of samplos 


token last year under the Salo of 
of Food and Drugs Ordinanco is 
of more than passing interost. 
Tho list givon would appoar to 
boar out the contontion that 
not noarly enough attontion is 
psid in Hongkong to tho all- 
important question of the purity 
of thoso thinge which wo all cat 
and drink. Itis cortain that for 
less work jn this direction is 
dono here than in towns of a very 
much smaller population in tho 
United Kingdom, despite tho fact 
that thero is nood for greator 
vigilance ina Colony within the 
sub-tropics, in which muoh of 
our food is proparod ‘and handled 
by natives. 


For tho whole of last yoar, 
only sixty-six eamples wero 
analysed under the Ordinance, 
milk heading the list with ex- 
actly thirty, the next commodity, 
in point of number of analysos, 
boing camphorated oil, of which 
six samplos wore tested—allis tho 
last quarter of tho yoor. Apart 
from milk, the analyses mado 
only avoraged threo a month for 
tho whole year. Looking closely 
into tho list, total omissions which 
may bo noted aro drugs of any 
kind, o8 woll as alcoholic 
beverages, whilst ordinary food- 
stuffs and tinned goods aro vory 
sparsely ropresonted. For ox- 
amplo, only threo samplos of 
flour camo under notice and ono 
gach of ham, lard and green 
pons.

howovor, ‘satisfactory . to noto]: 


that out of. all aixty-six samples 
analysed jast yoaor, only four 
wero found to bo adultoratod. 
Novortholoss, that doss not 
imply that thoro is not a deal of 
impure food sold in this Colony, 


-Jand wo should not rost contont}. 
until ovory poasiblo precaution is 


taken to protect consumors 
against such commoditios. 


Asking For More. 

With tho bigger issuos which 
ero attracting public attention, 
thoro in loss thought boing given 
to domastis -mattors, and liltle 
bos ‘bson hoard of tho Iabour 
troublos which threaten to ariro 
atany moment.

habit. Tho latost branch of 
omploys mont to be affocted is that 
roprosonted. by tho ‘railways. 
Recont Homo pnpora’ show that 
domands for increusod romunera- 
tion for no fower than 650,000 
railway workers havo been mado 
by the National Union of Ruil. 
waymen, which tho railway com- 
panios estimato would cost’ £30,- 
000,000 annually, and the men's 
roprosentatives claim. would bo 
only half that figure. But ovon 
thon, the issuo is regarded with 
dismay in industrial circles. Tho 
coal, steel, iron and onginooring 
trades declaro.. that tho pos- 
sibilities of business, already 
hampored by high rail charges, 
would bo threatened most 
soriously woro transport. rates 
farthor advanced—tho - only 
means for the companics to 
recoup thomsclves, Tho com- 
panies doclaro that the proposod 
incroase would involve practical- 
ly all thoir oarnings, and tho 
amount would bave to be passed 
on to tho public—an already 
grumbling public. [t is contended 
that the railwaymen o8 class 
are moro highly paid than other 
soctions of labour. The matter 
is still undor discussion, but in 
the moantime one can speculate 
on tho probable effect of an in- 
creased wage, not only on rail- 
way rates, but also in other 
branches of industrial omploy- 
mant,

uphoaval in Europo. Politicians. 


cover up tho terrible side of war 
as fast-as thoy can, and thoso 
struggles on the battlefiold bo- 
come glorified, thrilling ond a 
romantic advonture as taught 
to children in our schools. His- 
tory iv largoly o record of battlos, 
with the horrors suppressed. 
Thero aro fow monumonis to tho 
crippled of past wars, Such 
momoriols as are raised all too 
often dopict military loaders as 
heroos and thus surround war 
with a falso glamour, So long, 
howovor, a8 we bear in mind the 
roal horrors of war, there will 
be ground for hope that futuro 
big conflicts ‘may bo avortod. 
War is noither glorious nor 
romantic. It is wholesale murder, 
in which tho innocont suffor. 
Thoro may bo occasions wheo 
isis inovitable, but looking back 
on ‘history wo must all fool that 
millions of the world’s bravost 
and bost mon: havo nocdlossly. 
porished through tho cult of 
militariam in days gono by.
